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HACKNEY VOWS 10 
BEAT THE BOOKIES 




R esidents fighting to stop 
a third betting shop 
opening up in their 
street have been backed by 
Mayor Jules Pipe. 

The battle is emblematic of 
a struggle going on across the 
borough to halt the growing 
increase in bookies - Hackney 
already has nearly five times 
the national average. 

Local people took on Essex 
gambling firm Pridmore, who 
were seeking a license to 
open a betting shop in 
Chatsworth Road, Lower 
Clapton. 

Despite hundreds of 
residents saying no to a third 
bookies, and supportive 
statements from Mayor Pipe, 
Hackney South MP, Meg 
Hillier, and the headteacher of 
neighbouring Rushmore 
School, the license was 
granted by Thames 
Magistrates' Court on 1 1 May. 

However, campaigners are 
unbowed and have vowed to 
fight on, taking legal advice 
on an appeal against the 
decision. 

Mayor Pipe has written to 
the Government asking it to 
look again at planning law in 
order to make it easier for 


councils to control the spread 
of betting shops in their local 
areas. 

He said: "Hackney has 95 
betting shops already. The 
national average for an area is 
only 20. 

"Local people are sick of 
seeing them spring up on 
every street corner, and are 
beginning to fight back. 



"Betting shops can have a 
negative effect on the 
character of an area, but at the 
moment councils have very 
limited powers to say no." 

The Mayor added: "The 
residents of the Chatsworth Rd 
area have worked very hard to 
protect their local high street 
and everyone involved is 
disappointed by the 
magistrates' decision. 

"I will continue to support 


their fight if they 
decide to take the case to 
appeal. In the meantime I wii 
keep talking to the 
Government about changing 
the law to give councils more 
power to respond to local 
communities' wishes." 

Clapton resident Nick 
Mathiason, who has led the 
campaign, said: "If people 
want to gamble, we don't 
have a problem with that, but 
Chatsworth Rd already has 
two bookies'. 

"We don't want another 
one, especially so near a 
primary school, as they often 
attract anti-social behaviour. 
People here are shocked and 
disappointed at how our 
collective voices were 
undermined and ignored by 
the court." 

The Mayor has also 
slammed plans to turn 
Hackney's 1 9th century Old 
Town Hall on Mare St, 
formerly home to HSBC bank, 
into another betting shop. 

He said: "Planning law 
means the Old Town Hall can 
be changed from a bank to a 
bookmaker's without having to 
ask for planning permission. 
There is nothing the Council 


can do 
about it." 

Local authorities will take 
on licensing powers over 
betting shops from magistrates 
later this month. However, 
these powers are too limited 
to give councils any real 
control over the problem.

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A new dawn for

The launch of the new RE 
syllabus for all of Hackney's 
non-denomi national 
schools was based around 
the theme of 'diversity and 
unity'. Community leaders 
read scriptural quotations 


or stories from the six 
principal religions about 
loving God in our fellow 
human beings. 

The new Hackney 
syllabus contains religion- 
specific programmes for 
studying Christianity, 
Buddhism, Hinduism, 


Islam, Judaism and Sikhism. 
It was agreed by Hackney's 
Standing Advisory Council 
on Religious Education 
(SACRE). 

Cl I r Saleem Siddiqui, 
SACRE Chair, said: "There's 
nothing quite like SACRE. 
Our membership reflects 
the principal Christian 
churches, and Buddhists, 
Hindus, Muslims, Jews and 
Sikhs. 

"SACRE also has 
representatives of the wider 
community including 
teachers, headteachers, the 
British Humanist 
Association, councillors 
and The Learning Trust. 

"We work hard at unity 
whilst cherishing our 
diversity." 

Speaking at the launch, 
the Trust's director of 
Learning and Standards, 
Steve Belk, said: "The new 
syllabus has been 
unanimously and 
enthusiastically adopted by 
religious communities and 
other stakeholders. 

"We all share a 
commitment to promoting 
each child's personal, 
spiritual, moral, social and 
cultural development so 
that they can live full lives 
and contribute in their turn 
to our community."

centres elsewhere in the 
borough. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for Neighbourhoods, 
said: "As part of our 
commitment to keeping the 
people of Hackney safe and 
secure, we sometimes also 
conduct major exercises to 
test our readiness for large 
scale disruption. 

"This is being carried out 
on the Marshes because of 
the space needed to park a 


large number of vehicles and 
to provide space for the 
numbers of people taking 
part. 

"Obviously we will try to 
keep disruption to a 
minimum, but we hope 
residents will appreciate the 
importance of this exercise."

THE green spaces of 
Clapton Park estate are set 
to get the Royal seal of 
approval when showcased 
at the world famous 
Chelsea Flower Show this 
month.

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T HE first bricks of an 
innovative new 
centre for disabled 
children were laid this 
month, paving the way for 
improvements to services. 

The Hackney Child 
Development Centre 
(CDC) will house experts 
in health, education and 
social services under one, 
modern, 21 st century roof. 

The aim of the building 
in Downs Park Road, E5, is 
to provide a 'one stop 
shop' where families can 
access services and 
facilities in an integrated 
way. 

Plans include offering a 
range of specialist services 
like therapy and family 
support, and opening 
community clinics to 
youngsters with 
developmental problems. 

Children could go in for 
an eye or hearing test, or 
attend a growth clinic, 
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then receive treatment, 
which may significantly 
improve their development 
and readiness for school. 

The CDC is part of a 
network of services being 
developed within the 
borough to respond to 
children who have 
complex and multiple 
needs. 

The project is a 
£6.7million collaboration 
between the Council, The 
Learning Trust and City & 
Hackney Primary Care 
Trust (CHPCT). 

A number of children 
with special needs and 


their families were invited 
to the foundation laying 
ceremony on 3 May. 

Cl I r Rita Krishna, 

Cabinet Member for 
Children's Services, who 
attended, said: "This 
building is a symbol of the 
hard work that has been 
going on behind the scenes 
to make a difference for 
our children. 

"Parents and carers have 
been involved in shaping 
how the building should 
function, and how services 
should be delivered, so this 
facility can provide what 
they really need." 


The CDC will also 
benefit from being located 
next to the Petchey 
Academy, which 
specialises in healthcare 
and medical sciences. 

Jane Winder, chair of the 
CHPCT, said: "All the 
different organisations 
have worked together to 
make this possible. That 
sounds really simple, but 
it's not simple, and it's a 
huge credit to staff that this 
is now happening." 

The Centre is due to 
open next Spring.

Hackney’s green czar 



HACKNEY has its first 'green 
czar' who will be responsible 
for overseeing environmental 
issues in the borough. 

Cllr Sophie Linden was 
appointed Cabinet Adviser for 
Environmental Sustainability 
at the Council's Annual 
General Meeting (AGM), on 9 
May.

Cllr Linden will oversee an 
environmental stock take of 
the Council and its services, to 
be published next year.

awareness in schools. 

Mayor Jules Pipe said: "A 
safer, cleaner, and greener 
Hackney is one of the 
Council's key priorities, and 
the appointment of the new 
Cabinet Adviser is a clear 
demonstration of our 
commitment to developing 
the sustainability of the 
borough."

Restoring Stoke 
Newington’s 
Abolitionist heritage 




T HE grave of a 

descendant of one 
of the key figures in 
the Abolitionist 
movement has been 
restored thanks to 
Hackney Council. 

Joanna Vassa was the 
daughter of Olaudah 
Equiano, who dedicated 
his life to ending the 
Transatlantic Slave 
Trade, along with more 
famous abolitionists 
such as William 
Wilberforce. 

Vassa lived from 
1 795-1 857 and her 
association with Stoke 
Newington is well 
documented. She had a 
home in Tottenham 
Road, which is now the 
site of Our Lady and St 
Joseph RC School and 
was married to 
Congregationalist 
minister Rev Henry 
Bromley.The couple 
were both buried in 
Abney Park Cemetery, 
but her grave fell into 
disrepair and was only 
rediscovered in 2004. 

Arthur Torrington of 
the Equiano Society 
said: "So far, we have 
been unable to find any 
letters or documents 
written by Joanna, but 
the search goes on. We 
can say that she would 
have been a well 
educated woman with a 
good middle class 
lifestyle. Because she 
was married to a 
preacher, which was a 
very respectable 
position in those days, 
she would have led a 
good life that her father 
would have been proud 
of. 

"It's great the Council 
have restored the grave, 
because it was in a very 
bad state after 1 00 years 
of neglect. It shows the 
Council's commitment 
to the heritage of Afro- 
Caribbean society." 

Abney Park Cemetery 
Trust arranged the 
restoration, 


commissioning a local 
stonemason, with 
funding from the 
Council. 

Cl I r Nargis Khan, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Services, 
said: "Re-establishing 
Joanna Vassa's 
headstone means we 
have a permanent 
reminder of our local 
link to such an 
important period of 
history." 

Equiano's role in 
fighting the slave trade 
was all the more 
remarkable given that 
he was himself an 
enslaved African. Born 
around 1 745, he was 
kidnapped from Nigeria 
and taken to the west 
African coast aged 1 1 . 
Sold to slave traders, he 
was transported to 
Barbados, then to 
America. There he was 
bought by a Royal Navy 
Officer, who renamed 
him Gustavus Vassa, 
after a Swedish King. 
After being sold to a 
plantation owner in 
Montserrat, Equiano 
eventually saved the 
£40 it took to buy his 
freedom. And in 1 767 
Equiano came to 
London and joined the 
anti-slavery movement. 

He lobbied 
Parliament, was 
involved in the 
settlement of former 
slaves and published an 
influential 
autobiography, 'The 
Interesting Narrative of 
the Life of Olaudah 
Equiano, or Gustavus 
Vassa, the African'. 

Sadly, he did not live 
to see the abolition of 
the Transatlantic Slave 
Trade in 1 807, ten years 
after his death. 

An event to mark the 
restoration takes place 
at the cemetery on June 
3 from 2-3pm.

George was speaking at a 
business breakfast 
organised by the Stoke 
Newington Fairtrade group. 
Ian Rathbone, Hackney co- 
ordinator, said: "George 
spoke from his heart and 
we hope that Hackney 
businesses will take up his 
challenge as we move 
towards becoming a 
Fairtrade borough."

Q: Why can I only 
recycle plastic 
bottles in the 
Green Box scheme, 
why can't I put in 
other plastic like 
Jottle lids or 
yoghurt pots? 


A: The market for recycled 
plastic bottles is now well 
established across Europe, 
with facilities geared up to 
specifically deal with 
bottles, as they are in large 
supply, easy to collect and 
process. 

This is because bottles are 
made from a good quality 
plastic, which can be used 
to make a wide variety of 
other materials, ranging 
from drainpipes to 
decking. 

In contrast, the market for 
other kinds of low-grade 
plastic - which includes 
margarine tubs, yoghurt 
pots and other types of 
plastic packaging - is 
weak and there are limited 
options for recycling. 

Lids are also often made 
from a different type of 


plastic to the bottle. These 
cannot currently be 
collected for recycling and 
residents are asked to 
remove and dispose of 
them separately. 

This also enables the 
bottle to be compacted 
and bulked more 
efficiently. 

For this reason, Hackney 
Council requests that only 
plastic bottles, without 
lids, are recycled in Green 
Boxes and recycling banks 
across the borough.

Have your say on draft 
planning guidelines 


There is still time for Hackney residents to have their say on new guidelines for building 
extensions and making alterations to homes in the borough. 

The guidance will ensure homes in Hackney meet the needs of communities across the borough, 
while preserving and enhancing the character of our neighbourhoods. 

Once the guidelines have been finalised, following statutory consultation, they will be published 
by the Council’s planning department. 

The Council is proposing greater flexibility in limited areas where there are already large front 
roof extensions. These 'areas of exception 1 include roads in Stamford Hill, Queen's Drive and 
Cricketfield Road. 


Hackney Council began a formal consultation on 23 April which runs until 3 June - giving 

residents a chance to look at the draft guidelines and give detailed comments. 

How residents can have their say: 

• There have been four informal neighbourhood drop-in meetings held across the borough in 
May (advertised in the paper at the launch of the consultation) 

• One further meeting can be held in each of the four neighbourhood areas (Homerton, Stoke 
Newington, North East and Shoreditch) if local groups request this. 

• The draft guidance is available to view on Hackney Council’s website, by going to 
www.hackney.gov.uk/consultation and clicking on the link to the “online database”. Residents 
can respond online.

built up a prosperous business and extensive 
reputation. 

When Mare Street was widened in 1 880 
'London House' was again demolished and 
replaced by even larger premises. 

By now Rose's had developed into 
Hackney's principal department store, with 
24 different sales sections including carpets, 
china and glass, ironmongery and house 
removals. 

It was promoted as 'North London's most 
popular store' and 'the Mecca of all keen 
shoppers'. 

Several hundred staff were employed and 
the business served a district with a radius of 
100 miles. 

The Rose family, who had started off in such 
humble beginnings, no longer lived above the 
shop, but had moved to a fine house in 
Loughton, Essex. 

Matthew Rose died in 1 91 5 and from then 
on, the business was managed by his sons 
Edwin and Albert. 

The company survived until 1 936 when the 
store was taken over and rebuilt by Marks and 
Spencer.

Matthew Rose and his young wife first 
started up a drapery store in 1 852, in a small 
shop in Church Street, on the site of what is 
now 335 Mare Street.

become too small, so was 
rebuilt and replaced by 
much larger premises 
covering 347-57

Sleeping for six to eight hours a night is crucial according 
to experts. 

Getting a good night's sleep can be difficult, but if we 
don't get enough sleep, health problems are exacerbated. 

If you experience problems sleeping, or rely on 
medication or alcohol to help you go to sleep, it's probably 
time to have a rethink. 

During natural sleep our bodies go into repair mode, 
stimulating the immune system. If we don't get enough 
sleep we become irritable and anxious. 

Our memory and concentration suffer too. Long-term 
lack of sleep can lead to weaknesses in the immune system, 
causing susceptibility to illness and disease. 

Blood sugar levels are disrupted and we crave sugar, 
caffeine and junk food. 

We may become depressed, or put on weight. Lack of 
sleep can also be a factor in aggressive behaviour.

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£8 million renovation for Stoke Newington 
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he much-loved Stoke Newington Assembly Hall 
is set to be restored thanks to a £8 million 
Council scheme, by Jane Young. 


Grand opening on 27 September 1937 


The building, which was opened in 
1 937, will be brought back to its 
rightful position at the heart of civic and 
community life. 

An ambitious renovation project will 
return the Assembly Hall and Council 
Chamber to their former glory and create 
a focus for cultural and social activities 
in Stoke Newington and beyond. 

The grade II listed building on Church 
Street fell into disrepair and was closed to 
the public in 1 999. In its heyday however, 
it played a special part in the lives of 
thousands of residents and visitors. 

The beginning 

The municipal buildings, designed by 
architect J Reginald Truelove in brick and 
Portland stone, were built between 1 935 
and 1 937 for the Metropolitan Borough of 
Stoke Newington. 

The grand opening on 27 September 1 937 was led by 
the Lord Mayor of London, with music by the Band of 
the Welsh Guards. 

A souvenir brochure said of the new Hall: "It is 
thought . . . that the purpose to which it will be devoted 
will be 80 per cent dancing: the remainder will be 
public meetings , concerts , lectures and amateur 
dramatic performances." 

The war effort 

From dishing out gas masks to putting on morale- 
boosting entertainment, the Assembly Hall played an 
important role in the war effort. 

Stoke Newington Air Raid Precaution (SNARP) 
newsletters advertised variety shows at the Hall and 
encouraged the fighting spirit. 

Here's an extract from October 1 939: "Our aim in 
Stoke Newington is to do our job well - and certainly 
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better than any other borough. This is not in a spirit of 
bravado , but merely an attempt to prove what can be 
done when all parties work together in harmony. In this 
we are succeeding , so it is up to every man and 
woman to play their part. We have many long and 
anxious days ahead of us - but we'll pull through." 

You can still see the exterior camouflage used to 
protect the building during the Blitz. One of the few 
examples of this in the country, it is listed by English 
Heritage and will be carefully restored. 

Post war 

In the late 1 940s and throughout the 1 950s the Hall 
was the scene for popular weekend dances and big 
band concerts, to the extent that 'Going up Stokey' 
became the byword for a good night out. 

Throughout the 1 960s and 1 970s it was still a venue 
for some big name variety shows. The Hall also 
became a popular venue for celebrations especially 
among the expanding Jewish and Turkish communities 
that developed in the area. 

Future plans 

The renovation includes plans to build a single 
entrance into the municipal offices and Assembly Hall. 
The main grand entrance will only be used for large 
events. 

The building will have disabled access, plus a 
landscaped forecourt featuring new ramps and steps. 

The reception and lobby will be a completely new 
space, designed to complement and echo the detail of 
the existing architecture, with a glass roof to maximise 
natural daylight. 

The Assembly Hall together with the public gallery 
and back rooms will be sensitively refurbished to bring 
them back to their original use. 

The Council Chamber within the municipal offices 
will also be restored. The original fixed seating will be 
replaced with lightweight furniture that is easily 
rearranged and stored to make a flexible space for a 
range of uses from seminars to weddings. 

The building will also feature energy efficient 
systems, improved insulation and condensing boilers. 

An exhibition of the proposals goes on display at 
Stoke Newington Library from 4 June. 

What you told us 

The plans were developed with residents' views in 
mind. Public consultation sessions at Stoke Newington 
library last November resulted in some very positive 
feedback from people who remembered and missed 
the halls, as well as younger residents who have yet to 
get the chance to use them. 

Everyone was supportive and enthusiastic about 
bringing the Assembly Halls back to life. 

There was popular demand for a vibrant, community 
space for arts, cultural and social activities, as well as 
private hire. 

This informed the architects brief and they designed 
a space for a variety of activities including theatre and 
music performances, film screenings and dancing. 

The proposals were also developed in consultation 
with English Heritage and the Council's Conservation 
Department. 

Timetable 

A response to the Council's application for listed 
building consent is expected in early Autumn. 

A copy of the applications can be viewed at the 
Planning Reception at 263 Mare St, or on-line, by 
searching planning applications, at:

Works are due to begin next January and the Hall 
opened to the public for Christmas 2008. You'll be able 
to make bookings from September 2008.

London wide recognition 
and a prestigious award. 

A cut in accident rates 
and a programme to 
upgrade all the borough's 
zebra crossings, helped the 
Council clinch the London 
Transport Road Safety 
Award for 2007. 

A drive to ensure all 
Hackney schools have a 
travel plan that encourages 
people to use more 
environmentally friendly 
transport was also a factor 
in winning the accolade. 

The Council was praised 
for its 'excellent results and 


some innovative schemes' 
at the award ceremony on 
25 April. 

It's worked hard on 
improving pedestrian safety 
in the borough, as well as 
enhancing conditions for 
cyclists, motorcyclists, car, 
bus and coach passengers. 

Hackney's Road Safety 
Team has already exceeded 
its Government set casualty 
reduction targets for 201 0, 
achieving a 44 per cent
